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ORGANIZATION  OF  THE  LIBRARY   DEPARTMENT. 

The  Trustees  of  the  Public  Library  of  the  City  of  Boston,  organized 
in  1 852,  are  now  incorporated  under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  1  1 4  of  the 
Acts  of  1878,  as  amended.  The  Board  for  1852  was  a  preliminary  or- 
ganization; that  for  1853  made  the  first  annual  report.  The  Board  at 
present  consists  of  five  citizens  at  large,  appointed  by  the  Mayor  for 
five-year  terms,  the  term  of  one  member  expiring  each  year.  The  follow-

ORGANIZATION  OF  THE  BOARD 

The  Corporation  organized  at  the  annual  meeting  on  May  5, 
1933  with  the  election  of  Mr.  John  L.  Hall  as  President,  His 
Eminence  William  Cardinal  O'Connell  as  Vice  President  and 
Miss  Elizabeth  B.  Brockunier  as  Clerk. 

Mr.  Ellery  Sedgwick,  whose  term  as  a  Trustee  expired  on 
April  30,  was  re-appointed  for  the  term  ending  April  30,  1 938. 

Miss  Delia  J.  Deery,  Clerk  of  the  Corporation,  retired  on 
March  3 1  because  of  ill  health,  after  an  extraordinarily  faithful 
and  competent  activity  in  the  library  service  extending  over  a 
period  of  forty-one  years.

The  number  of  volumes  added  to  the  Library  during  the  year 
was  68,1  75,  obtained  chiefly  by  purchase,  but  in  some  part  by 
gift  and  exchange.  The  total  number  of  volumes  in  the  Library 
at  the  close  of  the  year  was  1 ,654,01  7.

USE  OF  THE  LIBRARY 

The  home  use  of  books  for  the  year  was  5,548,283.  The  use 
of  material  within  the  Library's  premises  for  reference  and  study 
is  for  the  most  part  unrestricted,  and  it  is  therefore  impracticable 
to  record  it. 

In  addition  to  the  above  noted  use  of  the  Central  Library  and 
the  thirty-four  Branch  Libraries,  deposits  of  books  were  made 
available  to  332  agencies,  including  engine  houses,  institutions, 
and  schools.

RE-ORGANIZATION  OF  THE  LIBRARY 

In  the  course  of  the  year  there  were  put  into  effect  the  first 
steps  in  the  development  of  the  revised  plan  of  organization  of  the 
Library  as  adopted  by  the  Board  on  September  12,  1932.  A 
detailed  statement  of  these  steps  is  included  in  the  report  of  the 
Director,  to  be  found  on  pages  25-3 1  below. 


BUILDINGS  AND  EQUIPMENT 

Much  attention  was  given  during  the  year  to  considering  the 
problem  of  the  level  of  the  ground  water  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
Central  Library  building  in  Copley  Square,  particularly  as  this 
affects  the  underpinning  and  the  foundations  of  the  building. 
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Aid  in  investigating  the  general  problem  was  generously  granted 
to  the  Trustees  by  the  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology. 

Certain  experimental  arrangements  were  instituted  by  the 
Sewer  Department  of  the  City  which  brought  relief  to  a  situation 
which  otherwise  might  have  become  dangerous  for  the  piling  of 
the  Central  Library  building,  due  to  a  receding  ground  water 
level.  It  is  believed,  however,  that  the  temporary  relief  thus 
afforded  will  eventually  have  to  be  supplanted  by  some  more 
permanent  treatment  of  the  problem.  Since  it  is  one  which  con- 
cerns not  only  the  Library  but  also  the  entire  region  of  the  Back 
Bay,  it  is  earnestly  suggested  that  efforts  be  continued  toward 
finding  a  permanent  solution. 

GIFTS 

During  the  year  the  Library  received  many  important  gifts  of 
books  and  other  library  material,  A  list  of  the  principal  gifts 
is  to  be  found  in  the  Appendix  on  pages  40—42. 

TRUST  FUNDS 

The  Trustees  welcome  bequests  of  money  and  hope  that 
generous  testators  may  remember  the  Library.  It  is  from  such 
sources  only  that  they  can  make  purchases  of  rare  and  other  im- 
portant books  that  give  value  and  prestige  to  a  great  educational 
institution  such  as  the  Library  has  become. 

As  a  matter  of  interest  to  the  public  the  Board  has  pleasure  in 
listing  herein  the  present  trust  funds  of  the  Library,  with  ex- 
planatory notes.    The  list  will  be  found  on  pages  43-53  below.

REPORT    OF    THE    EXAMINING    COMMITTEE 

To  The  Trustees  of  the  Public  Library 
OF  THE  City  of  Boston. 

Gentlemen : 

The  Examining  Committee  submits  to  you  its  report  for  the 
calendar  year  1933. 

Its  studies  have  covered  a  greater  length  of  time  than  during 
the  previous  year,  as  the  Committee  met  for  organization  during 
June,  and  the  reports  of  its  sub-committees  were  rendered  to  the 
Vice-Chairman  on  December  first.  The  reports  submitted  here- 
in constitute  only  a  summary  of  the  outstanding  suggestions  of  the 
several  sub-committees,  whose  complete  findings  are  on  file,  and 
should  be  consulted  for  the  details  of  the  observations  and  recom- 
mendations of  the  sub-committees  and  their  individual  members. 

BRANCH  LIBRARIES 

The  issue  of  the  Library  Journal  for  November  15,  1930, 
(vol.  55,  pp.  903-07)  contains  an  article  on  "Recent  Tenden- 
cies in  the  Planning  and  Architecture  of  Central  Library  Build- 
ings," which  includes  the  following  paragraph: 

"Branch  Libraries  are  the  chief  agencies  for  bringing  books  close 
to  the  people.  When  Boston  started  its  first  branch  library  there 
was  so  much  fear  about  its  effect  on  the  central  library  that  the  poor 
little  branch  was  placed  on  an  island.  The  idea  proved  so  harmless 
and  wholesome  that  it  was  allowed  to  come  on  the  mainland.  Ever 
since  then  we  have  been  learning  from  branches  our  most  valuable 
lessons  of  how  to  make  books  accessible." 

We  find  today's  total  of  Boston's  branches  thirty-three  in 
number.  These  were  divided  by  the  Committee  into  eleven 
groups.  Two  members  were  assigned  to  each  group,  particular 
care  being  taken  to  avoid  a  repetition  of  assignments  to  members 
in  previous  years. 
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The  conditions  and  needs  of  the  several  branches  naturally 
differ,  but  the  Committee  finds  the  following  suggestions  directly 
applicable  to  the  branch  system  of  the  Library  as  a  whole. 

Branches  situated  in  municipal  buildings,  which  are  used  in 
part  for  other  purposes,  operate  at  great  disadvantage.  In  such 
buildings  the  space  is  often  limited  and  poorly  planned  for  library 
purposes,  with  delivery  desks  in  the  open  and  without  retreats 
for  quiet  reading.  Wherever  possible,  separate  buildings  should 
be  provided ;  and,  as  a  branch  is  relocated  or  consolidated  with 
other  branches,  due  regard  should  be  given  to  changes  in  popu- 
lation and  in  the  boundaries  of  business  and  residential  sections. 
We  give,  as  an  example  of  the  application  of  this  suggestion, 
changes  which,  in  our  judgment,  are  now  advisable  in  the  lo- 
cation of  branches  in  both  South  Boston  and  the  West  End.  In 
some  of  the  buildings,  the  work  and  rest  rooms  of  the  staff,  and 
also  the  children's  rooms,  are  inadequate.  In  some  instances, 
adjoining  premises  or  land  are  available  in  a  sufficient  amount  to 
permit  the  use  or  the  construction  of  additions  to  the  existing  build- 
ings.    We  recommend  such  extensions  wherever  practicable. 

The  ventilation  and  lighting  in  some  of  the  branches  could  be 
improved  without  unjustifiable  expense.  We  especially  urge  the 
advisability  of  making  a  study  of  these  points  m  all  of  the 
branches,  with  the  subject  of  lighting  and  ventilation  the  sole  pur- 
pose of  the  examination.  In  many  instances,  the  reading  lights 
could  be  vastly  improved  by  lowering  them  or  by  changing  their 
location,  which  would  involve  but  slight  cost.  It  is  inexcusable 
to  compel  either  children  or  adults  to  read  under  other  than  en- 
tirely satisfactory  lightmg  conditions. 

Where  access  to  the  shelves  is  permitted,  the  loss  of  books  in 
some  cases  is  considerable;  either  supervision  through  examination 
at  exit  turnstiles  or  some  other  equally  adequate  provision  should 
be  adopted.  Police  assistance  should  be  employed  at  branches 
in  certain  districts  where  the  boys  of  the  street  assemble  and  create 
disturbed  conditions  which  should  be  foreign  to  library  premises. 

In  the  following  list,  mention  is  made  of  some  of  the  more 
pressing  needs  of  the  several  branches.  More  detailed  statements 
will  be  found  in  the  Visitors'  reports  on  file. 
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Allston.      In  good  condition.      More  shelf-room  needed. 

Andrew  Square.  Ventilation  poor.  More  office  and  rest- 
room  space  and  more  shelf -room  desirable. 

BOYLSTON.  New  building.  Good  ventilation  and  lighting, 
and  generally  excellent  condition.  Slight  leak  in  roof.  Grass  plots 
in  front  should  be  fenced  and  replanted.     Clock  needed. 

Brighton,  Ceiling  unnecessarily  high,  and  heating  and  light- 
ing unsatisfactory.  Floor  covering  needed  to  secure  quiet  in  chil- 
dren's room.  Rest-room  improperly  placed;  might  be  transferred 
into  basement. 

Charlestown.  In  good  condition.  Change  of  children's 
room  to  second  floor  and  adults'  room  to  liirst  floor  suggested  for  con- 
sideration.    Desk  nearer  door  recommended. 

City  Point.  In  a  municipal  building.  Ventilation  poor.  More 
space  for  work  and  rest-room  needed. 

CoDMAN  Square.  In  a  municipal  building.  Crowded.  Ad- 
dition could  be  build  on  adjoining  land. 

Dorchester.  In  a  municipal  building.  Means  of  communi- 
cation between  the  floors  desirable.     Room  for  children  too  small. 

East  Boston.  Building  needs  painting.  Staff-room  too  small ; 
incompletely  furnished  and  poorly  located;  might  be  removed  to 
basement.     Lighting  of  shelves  in  adults'  room  inadequate. 

Faneuil.     In  excellent  condition. 

Fellowes  AtheN^TUM.  External  lighting  unsatisfactory. 
Radiator  and  bulletin  board  opposite  central  doorway  out  of  keep- 
ing.    Linoleum  poor.     Additional  files  needed. 

Hyde  Park.  Entrance  hall  drafty  and  hard  to  ventilate;  in 
the  hall  more  floor  covering  is  needed,  and  lights  should  be  lower. 

Jamaica  Plain.  Office  should  be  extended  to  end  of  building, 
giving  needed  space  for  cataloguing  and  repairing.  No  running  water 
above  basement.  Lights  should  be  lower.  Ventilation  not  good. 
By  making  delivery  desk  smaller,  space  would  be  gained  to  enlarge 
reading-rooms. 

Jeffries  Point.  Generally  in  good  condition.  Better  com- 
munication between  floors  urgently  required.    Another  clock  needed. 

KiRSTEIN.  On  third  floor.  Room  too  small,  and  lighting  and 
ventilation  might  be  improved. 

Lower  Mills.  In  a  municipal  building.  Inadequate  room 
for  staff. 

MattapAN.      New;  attractive  building  with  garden. 

Memorial.  To  avoid  confusion  with  school,  use  gallery,  with 
better  stairs,  exclusively  for  library.  Rearrange  lights.  Telephone 
communication  between  departments  desirable.  Kitchen  might  be 
made  into  rest-room,  and  storage  room  used  for  kitchen. 

Mt.  Bowdoin.  Building  might  be  extended  at  rear  to  give 
space  for  staff  and  children's  room. 
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Mt.  BoWDOIN.  Change  location  of  outside  signs  and  replace 
lighting  fixtures  at  doorway.    Lighting  poor ;  fixtures  should  be  lower. 

Neponset.     Entirely  inadequate. 

North  End.  In  good  condition.  More  room  needed  for  adult 
readers  and  for  housing  of  Italian  collection.  Reading  room  might 
be  enlarged  by  connecting  it  with  assembly  hall. 

Orient  Heights.  In  good  condition.  Ventilation  and  light- 
ing excellent.  Should  have  separate  reading  rooms  for  adults  and 
children.  Practicability  of  making  children's  room  in  basement 
should  be  considered.      Better  fence  needed. 

Parker  Hill.  New  and  excellent  building.  Separate  space, 
reserved  for  older  children,  desirable.  Rostrum  in  auditorium 
needed. 

Phillips  Brooks.       Lights  too  strong.     New  rug  needed. 

RosLINDALE.  Crowded.  No  proper  rest-room  or  work-room. 
Hand  rail  on  stairway  desirable. 

RoXBURY  Crossing.  Space  inadequate;  adjoining  vacant 
store  might  be  used.  Not  all  lights  well-placed.  Drafts  in  children's 
room  remediable. 

South  Boston.  Space  for  staff  and  children's  room  inade- 
quate. 

South  End.  In  a  municipal  building.  Ventilation  and  light- 
ing faulty.     More  books  in  Arabic  needed  for  Syrians. 

Tyler  Street.  In  a  municipal  building,  with  gymnasium  and 
wardroom.  Front  stairs  should  be  repaired.  Not  enough  room  for 
children.  More  foreign  books,  especially  in  Chinese  and  Arabic, 
needed. 

Upham's  Corner.  In  a  municipal  building.  Means  of  com- 
munication between  floors  desirable.     No  rest  room  for  staff. 

West  End.  Outside  repairs  needed.  Inside  should  be  cleaned 
and  painted,  floor  covering  laid,  and  desk  moved  nearer  door.  Chil- 
dren's rooms  not  separate. 

West  RoXBURY.  Well  arranged  and  equipped.  Steps  from 
sidewalk  need  attention.  Vents  from  outside  would  improve  venti- 
lation. Better  light  for  reading  necessary;  lights  too  high  or  not 
strong  enough;  another  light  needed. 

SPECIAL    LIBRARIES 

Rare  Book  and  Treasure  Room.  The  Americana  col- 
lection should  be  strengthened,  both  in  manuscripts  and  books. 
There  exist  striking  lacunae;  and  we  repeat  the  suggestion  that, 
before  prices  revert  to  their  old  comparatively  high  level,  these 
lacks  be  supplied,  as  opportunities  are  presented,  if  funds  can  be 
made  available,  to  take  advantage  of  current  prices. 
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It  is  a  satisfaction  to  know  that  the  books  of  the  Ticknor,  Bar- 
ton, and  Bowditch  collections  are  being  subjected  to  substantial 
repair,  and  we  suggest  the  continuance  of  these  measures  until 
the  rare  book  collections  are  in  prime  condition.  Better  control 
of  heat,  ventilation,  and  humidification  are  requisite  to  proper 
preservation  of  these  rarities. 

We  stress  with  the  greatest  emphasis  that  a  change  should  be 
immediately  inaugurated  in  the  process  of  stamping  the  Library's 
mark  of  ownership  in  rare  books.  The  present  practice  of  using 
a  perforating  stamp  on  the  title  page  of  rare  books,  in  the  same 
manner  as  for  ordinary  books,  should  be  abandoned.  We  refer 
you  to  a  special  report  of  an  investigation  made  by  the  Library 
in  this  matter,  which  rehearses  the  methods  adopted  by  the  princi- 
pal libraries  of  this  country,  including  the  Harvard  Library,  the 
Yale  Library,  the  American  Antiquarian  Society,  the  John 
Carter  Brown  Library  in  Providence,  the  Morgan  Library  in 
New  York,  the  New  York  Public  Library,  the  Newberry  Li- 
brary in  Chicago,  the  Huntington  Library  in  California,  and 
others.  No  one  of  these  libraries  perforates  the  title  pages  of 
its  bibliographical  rarities. 

The  concurrence  of  the  special  exhibits  in  the  Treasure  Room 
with  the  scholarly  and  interesting  studies  concernmg  them  in  issues 
of  "More  Books"  is  well  planned  and  splendidly  executed.  The 
inclusion  of  a  boxed  announcement  on  the  blank  verso  of  the 
front  cover  of  "More  Books,"  containing  a  list  of  the  principal 
items  of  the  current  exhibits,  would  create  greatly  added  interest. 
The  co-operation  of  the  press  should  also  be  secured  prior  to  the 
opening  of  each  of  these  very  interesting  exhibits,  announcing 
them  in  such  a  manner  as  will  catch  the  attention  of  the  public. 

The  storage  facilities  of  the  vault  in  the  Treasure  Room  can 
be  greatly  increased  by  a  rearrangement  of  the  shelving. 

Business  Branch.  A  marked  increase  in  !he  use  of  this 
branch  is  noted,  and  Mr.  Kirstein  is  to  be  congratulated  in  hav- 
ing gauged  so  accurately  a  definite  want  in  the  business  com- 
munity. A  subject  catalogue  is  needed,  as  much  time  both  of 
patrons  and  of  staff  is  being  wasted  in  searches  for  materials. 
Should  it  be  practicable  to  do  so,  a  competent  employee  of  the 
branch  could  prepare  such  a  catalogue  if  a  temporary  assign- 


ment  of  a  substitute  could  be  arranged.  The  General  Branch, 
now  housed  on  the  third  floor,  should  be  moved  to  make  the 
space  it  occupies  available  for  the  rapid  increase  in  the  use  of  the 
Business  Branch. 

Teachers'  Department.  The  lighting  of  the  shelves  is 
insufficient.  A  considerable  portion  of  the  shelving  in  the  depart- 
ment is  occupied  by  collections  not  belonging  to  it.  These  should 
be  located  elsewhere  in  the  Library  as  early  as  possible,  in  order 
to  provide  additional  shelf  space  for  the  books  relating  directly 
to  the  work  of  the  Teachers'  Department. 

Fine  Arts  Department.  More  space  is  needed;  also  an 
expert  to  help  in  cataloguing  the  collection. 

Technology  Department.  The  need  of  more  space  can 
not  be  too  strongly  emphasized.  We  suggest  a  survey  with  the 
intent  of  discarding  some  of  the  obsolete  books.  This  formula 
could  well  be  considered  for  other  departments. 

Statistical  Department.  The  title  is  a  misnomer.  That 
of  "Economics  and  Documents"  would  better  describe  its  pur- 
poses and  uses.  The  adjoining  stack  room  should  have  indirect 
ventilation  and  the  windows  and  outside  doors  sealed  to  avoid 
the  city  smoke  and  street  dust.  Removal  of  the  shelves  on  the 
lower  floor  of  the  reading  room  to  the  near-by  stack  room  would 
considerably  increase  the  space  for  reading  and  reference. 

ADMINISTRATION 

We  applaud  the  creation  of  a  new  plan  of  organization,  also 
the  business-like  and  diplomatic  manner  in  which  it  has  been  ac- 
complished; and  we  hope  that  the  completion  of  this  reorgani- 
zation will  have  the  support  of  the  Trustees.  Our  acquaintance 
with  the  new  plan  results  in  especial  commendation  both  of  the 
decentralization  of  executive  activity  and  of  the  changes  in 
nomenclature  of  the  main  division  of  the  Library  and  of  many 
of  its  officers.  These  should  bring  new  ambitions,  in  the  hope 
for  gradual  advancement,  on  the  part  of  the  more  competent  and 
outstanding  members  of  the  staff.  We  submit  our  suggestion 
that  the  Library  may  have  suffered  somewhat  from  inadequacy 
of  personnel  in  the  top-most  brackets,  and  that  the  changes  in 
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question,  with  but  slight  additional  cost,  would  develop  well 
qualified  and  responsible  lieutenants  to  the  Director.  This  should 
increase  the  adequacy  of  supervision,  and  reflect  itself  in  an  in- 
creased efficiency  in  the  administration  of  the  Library  in  all  of 
its  divisions. 

We  commend  particularly  the  cautious  and  conservative  meth- 
od proposed  for  carrying  out  the  full  scope  of  the  plan  for  reor- 
ganization, as  we  are  informed  that  it  is  proposed  that  actual 
operation  in  its  entirety  be  realized  through  the  adoption  of 
changes  from  time  to  time,  as  such  changes  seem  desirable  and 
practicable,  testing  each  step  as  made,  and  modifying  the  plan 
where  actual  experience  indicates  that  improvements  may  be 
made. 


BUILDINGS    AND    EQUIPMENT 

Both  the  Cataloguing  and  Ordering  Departments  should  be 
moved,  and  the  space  now  occupied  by  them  used  to  house  the 
Statistical  and  the  Children's  Departments.  The  light  in  the 
Delivery  Room,  and  especially  that  for  viewing  the  Abbey  paint- 
ings, is  poor.  A  lighting  consultant,  such  as  is  used  by  the  Mu- 
seum of  Fine  Arts,  or  the  nominee  of  Mr.  Thomas  Fox,  associated 
with  Mr.  McKim  in  the  building  of  the  Library,  might  suggest 
the  best  lighting  engineer  available  for  the  purpose.  The  com- 
mittee wishes  to  express  its  interest  in  the  general  condition  of  the 
Sargent  and  the  Puvis  de  Chavannes  paintings,  and  offers  the 
suggestion  that  expert  examination  be  made  of  them,  with  a  view 
to  their  cleaning  or  such  other  treatment  as  may  prove  to  be  ad- 
visable. 

One  of  the  bulletins  in  the  vestibule  should  be  discarded;  the 
other  placed  opposite  the  Information  Booth,  and  the  color  of 
the  frame  darkened.  The  Exhibition  Room  of  the  Fine  Arts 
Department  is  characterless  and  uninteresting.  The  space  should 
be  studied,  and  its  uses  realigned.  The  Barton-Ticknor  Room 
should  be  portiered  to  prevent  the  cold  southwest  drafts  in  win- 
ter. We  are  informed  that  the  westerly  wall  on  the  exterior  of 
the  building  is  bulging.  We  wish  to  commend  the  steps  already 
taken  in  investigation  of  this,  and  we  recommend  that  they  be 
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earnestly  continued.  The  floor  of  the  Newspaper  Room  should 
be  replaced,  and  the  ventilation  of  the  room  improved;  and 
especial  attention  should  be  given  to  the  ventilation  of  the  space 
used  for  newspaper  storage.  Smaller  newspaper  racks  would 
give  additional  space  for  readers.  The  walls  of  the  Periodical 
Room  need  washing  or  repainting;  and  the  chips  out  of  the 
floor  of  Bates  Hall  should  be  filled;  and  cracked  tiles  on  the 
roof  replaced.  Excepting  for  these  suggestions,  we  find  the 
maintenance  of  the  Library  excellent;  and  we  venture  a  refer- 
ence to  these  items,  even  though  we  are  informed  that  steps  are 
being  taken  in  some  instances  to  effect  the  necessary  repairs. 

The  planting  in  the  Court  is  excellent,  and,  we  are  informed, 
follows  a  plan  designed  by  landscape  architects,  with  a  well- 
rounded  final  scheme  in  view.  The  planting  of  wistaria  below 
the  balustrade  at  the  first  landing  of  the  main  stairs  might  be 
undertaken,  as  the  twining  of  its  woody  branches  in  the  stone 
parapet  would  be  very  effective. 

children's  department  and  work  with  schools 

The  lighting  fixtures  in  the  Teachers'  Department  might  be 
more  effective  if  they  were  turned  from  their  upright  position 
to  one  facing  downwards;  and,  when  funds  are  available  foi 
the  installation  of  other  fixtures,  the)'^  could  be  returned  to  their 
original  position.  The  Howard  P3^1e  illustrations  in  the  Chil- 
dren's Room  should  be  placed  on  one  wall  only,  to  allow  on 
the  other  wall  exhibits  of  other  illustrations  from  time  to  time. 
The  John  Elliott  studies  should  be  substituted  by  subjects  of 
more  interest  to  children;  loans  from  artists  and  publishers  could 
be  easily  obtained  for  this  purpose,  and  also  for  exhibition  in 
the  Teachers'  Room.  The  story  hours  for  the  children  should 
not  only  be  continued,  but  should  be  increased  m  number  if 
possible. 

We  suggest  for  your  particular  attention  that  section  of  the 
report  of  the  sub-com.mittee  which  treats  of  the  relations  be- 
tween the  school  and  the  library,  and  we  recommend  that  per- 
manent committee  contacts  be  established  for  the  purpose  of  ad- 
justing the  responsibilities  of  the  school  and  the  library  one  to 
the  other. 
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BOOKS    AND    CATALOGUES 

The  studies  of  the  Sub-Committee  on  Books  and  Catalogues 
were  interrupted  by  the  sad  death  of  Mr.  Allen  Curtis,  its 
Chairman,  whose  loss  was  deeply  felt  by  his  associates.  With- 
out his  invaluable  assistance,  the  sub-committee  has,  to  the  ex- 
tent of  its  ability,  endeavored  to  complete  the  tasks  requiring 
his  attention.  In  examining  these  it  has  realized  that  they  de- 
pend quite  directly  on  library  finances,  which  probably  makes 
impossible  granting  them  immediate  attention.  Long-time  plan- 
ning is  nevertheless  essential,  and  is  definitely  to  be  sought,  with 
the  object  of  achieving  improvement  when  and  as  funds  are  avail- 
able. 

A  highly  important  function  is  that  of  the  selection  and  the 
purchase  of  books.  In  the  past  this  has  been  largely  a  matter 
of  individual  activity  within  the  personnel  of  the  Library,  with 
little  or  no  functional  organization.  The  reorganization  and 
departmentalization  recently  evolved  by  the  Director  and  his 
assistants  offer  advances  in  the  right  direction,  through  the  es- 
tablishment of  Book  Selection  Departments  in  both  the  Circu- 
lation and  the  Reference  Divisions,  and  the  creation  of  a  Book 
Purchasing  Department  in  the  Division  of  Business  Operations. 
With  the  establishment  of  these  departments,  a  forward  step  of 
no  meagre  value  has  already  been  taken;  and  we  hope  the  plan 
will  be  carried  into  full  fruition  at  as  early  a  date  as  possible. 
Purchases  for  the  specialized  departments  should  have  the  rec- 
ommendation of  the  individual  department  heads,  or  oiher  special- 
ists of  the  staff,  who  are  familiar  with  the  needs  in  their  particular 
fields.  Purchases  for  the  Issue  Department,  or  the  Bates  Hall 
Reference  Department,  should  be  made  under  the  iame  formula. 
Current  fiction  is  an  exception  to  this  rule,  as  selection  here  should 
hinge  not  upon  the  rigors  of  a  system,  but  rather  upon  discrimi- 
nation in  the  evaluation  of  the  demands  of  the  reader. 

The  poor  condition  of  many  volumes  in  the  Library's  col- 
lections should  not  be  allowed  to  continue.  The  u«ual  inventory 
is  not  sufficiently  inquisitive  concerning  book  conditions,  and  it 
is  recommended  that  persons  be  designated  to  give  quick  ex- 
amination to  individual  volumes  before  they  are  returned  to  the 
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shelves  after  use.  The  maintenance  of  volumes  in  good  con- 
dition would  be  greatly  benefited  in  many  cases  through  the 
application  of  lubricants,  as  well  as  through  improved  control 
of  temperature  and  humidity  conditions. 

The  project  initiated  under  the  Civil  Works  Administration 
for  changing  the  cards  in  the  catalogues  of  the  Central  Library 
to  the  uniform  size  employed  in  most  American  libraries  is  com- 
mended. It  is  a  step  toward  fundamental  economy  that  has 
important  implications.  The  classification  schemes  for  the  Li- 
brary's collections  deserve  attention  when  the  question  of  re- 
vision appears  possible;  and,  while  we  make  no  specific 
recommendation,  it  is  advisable  to  give  consideration  to  revising 
the  entire  system,  in  order  to  bring  it  in  line  with  the  best  recog- 
nized methods  in  use  in  other  great  libraries. 

GENERAL    POLICY   AND    FINANCE 

We  are  informed,  and  it  appears  to  be  a  fact,  that  certain 
colleges  and  schools  rely  constantly  upon  the  Library  for  col- 
lateral and  reference  reading.  It  is  manifestly  impossible  for 
the  City,  m  its  present  straitened  circumstances,  to  supply  books 
for  such  extra-mural  demands,  except  to  advanced  scholars, 
whose  mission  is  that  of  reference  and  research.  This  consti- 
tutes a  dram  upon  the  resources  of  the  Library,  and  we  recom- 
mend that  a  conference  be  arranged  for  the  purpose  of  reaching 
an  understanding  concerning  the  granting  of  privileges  to  stv 
dents  not  resident  in  the  City  of  Boston.  If  the  conference 
proves  to  be  barren  of  results,  we  are  of  the  opinion  that  con- 
sideration should  be  given  to  the  adoption  of  proper  limitations 
and  restrictions  upon  such  use. 

We  recommend  that  every  endeavor  be  made  to  make  the 
branch  libraries  less  institutional,  and  venture  the  suggestion  of 
creating  neighborhood  committees,  composed  of  interested  men 
and  women,  who  have  the  time  and  inchnation  to  work  in  con- 
junction with  the  branch  librarians,  with  the  thought  of  creating 
a  "community  atmosphere"  in  place  of  the  institutional  charac- 
ter evident  in  some  of  the  branches.  This  formula  of  creating 
advisory  and  assisting  committees  could  be  applied  also  to  the 
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various  departments  of  the  Central  Library,  where  occasional  or 
regular  meetings  could  be  held  with  department  heads.  Citizens 
who  are  interested  in  departments  and  their  work,  and  who 
would  willingly  lend  their  interest  toward  their  betterment, 
could  become  valuable  advisors  and  aides  in  encourageing  de- 
velopments and  changes,  and  in  short  could  undertake  for  each 
of  the  departments  a  similar  responsibility  to  that  which  your 
Examining  Committee  endeavors,  in  a  limited  period,  to  per- 
form for  the  Library  as  a  whole. 

We  repeat  our  statement  of  last  year  that  many  persons  are 
cognizant  of  the  existence  of  branch  libraries  only  as  a  center 
for  giving  out  books,  without  subjecting  the  recipient  to  the 
trouble  of  calling  at  the  central  library.  This,  of  course,  may 
be  their  primary  function;  but  there  are  other  possibilities,  and, 
in  some  of  the  libraries  a  broadened  scope  of  performance  is  in 
a  limited  way  undertaken.  In  some  of  the  branches,  with  their 
heterogeneous  clientele,  no  such  possibilities,  exist;  while  in 
others  they  could  be  happily  developed.  We  consequently  sug- 
gest that  the  buildings  and  rooms,  particularly  in  suburban 
communities,  be  made  as  attractive  and  individual  as  possible, 
and  that,  with  reasonable  restrictions,  they  serve  as  community 
centers,  and  by  this  indirection  encourage  an  interest  in  books 
and  ventures  in  reading. 

We  emphasize  our  repeated  recommendation  that  a  fund  be 
placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  Director,  to  be  expended  in  mak- 
ing such  experiments  as  he  may  consider  effective  in  much 
needed  publicity.  If  such  a  fund  can  not  come  from  city  appro- 
priations, it  might  be  made  available  from  unrestricted  trust 
funds.  The  object  of  publicity  is  dual  —  not  only  to  educate 
the  people  to  the  fact  that  the  Library  is  not  alone  a  warehouse 
for  the  storing  and  distribution  of  books,  but  also  to  offer  an 
open  door  to  all  classes  for  their  reading,  education,  entertain- 
ment, and  cultural  advancement.  Further  benefits  from  pul- 
licity  can  be  realized  from  bequests,  which  are  now  reported 
only  in  very  limited  number,  and  restricted  almost  in  entirety 
to  bequests  from  those  whose  contacts  with  the  Library  have 
been  direct  and  intimate.  In  trade  parlance,  the  commodities  of 
any  business  can  expect  a  broad  sale,  and  can  expect  to  have 
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attention,  only  when  the  wares  are  properly  and  understand- 
ingly  advertised  and  appreciated  by  the  public. 

We  are  informed  that,  in  the  budget  estimates  submitted  for 
the  Library  for  1934,  a  larger  appropriation  has  been  asked  for 
the  purchase  of  books.  This  action  we  heartly  approve,  and 
we  trust  that  the  request  will  have  favor.  With  a  circulation 
increase  of  53%  in  the  four  years  since  1929,  it  is  obvious  that 
a  decrease  of  46%  in  the  expenditure  for  books  in  1933,  as  com- 
pared with  1929,  is  contrary  to  the  demands  of  both  public 
necessity  and  public  good.  Apart  from  comparisons,  it  is  obvi- 
ous that  the  books,  under  the  stress  of  current  demands,  must  in 
many  cases  be  actually  worn  out  more  rapidly  than  they  can 
be  replaced,  and  the  avidity  of  the  public  for  reading  and  for 
the  daily  use  of  the  Library  is  so  increased  that  the  Library 
fails  in  its  primary  function,  unless  it  is  properl}'^  equipped  to 
carry  on  the  increased  performance  required.  The  added  leisure 
hours  of  a  great  mass  of  adult  readers,  due  to  shorter  hours  of 
labor  or  to  involuntary  unemployment,  have  added  greatly  to 
the  use  of  the  Library  as  a  study  and  reading  center.  Its  very 
quiet  is  inviting  and  helpful  to  the  disturbed  and  distressed  in 
this  period  of  anxiety  and  perplexity.  This  natural  effect  of 
today's  conditions  of  depression  increases  demands  upon  the 
staff  in  performing  its  duties,  and  has  correspondingly  increased 
the  responsibilities  of  the  Director  and  his  assistants. 

The  meeting  of  the  Committee  of  the  International  Federation 
of  Library  Associations,  recently  held  in  Chicago,  brought  to 
the  fore  a  distinct  emphasis  on  the  fact  that  the  libraries  in 
Europe,  like  those  in  America,  are  developing  steadily  and 
rapidly  as  instruments  for  the  diffusion  of  popular  education 
through  reading,  research,  and  study.  The  importance  of  the 
well-balanced  and  competently  administered  library  to  adjust 
itself  to  the  new  conditions  existing  today  was  stressed  at  the 
recent  annual  meeting  of  the  American  Library  Association. 
There  was  also  urgently  presented  the  value  of  accomplishing 
in  full  measure  the  change  of  enforced  idle  hours  into  a  busy 
leisure  with  books,  and  with  consequential  avocations.  The 
Library's  service  must  be  kept  in  step  with  the  new  demands, 
in  so  far  as  the  financial  resources  of  the  City  permit;  and  the 
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Examining  Committee  is  alert  to  assure  you  of  its  anxious  desire 
to  co-operate  and  to  assist  wherever  possible,  to  the  end  that  the 
Boston  Public  Library,  one  of  the  oldest  public  libraries  in  the 
United  States,  may  stand  without  a  peer  in  performing  its  duty. 

CONCLUSION 

The  province  of  this  Committee  is  to  offer  its  finding  to  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  and  to  report  constructive  suggestions  con- 
cerning the  operation  of  the  Library.  We  are  conscious  of  the 
fact  that  many  of  our  suggestions  are  already  under  advisement, 
and  that  several  of  the  suggested  changes  and  repairs  are  at  this 
time  already  in  process;  and  our  reference  to  them  is  made  for 
the  purpose  of  impressing  the  wisdom  of  the  action,  and  we 
urge  that  each  item,  including  those  already  sanctioned,  be 
carried  to  completion. 

In  restricting  our  report  to  this  range,  we  would  fail  in  our 
duty  if  we  neglected  to  refer  to  the  loyal  and  competent  service 
of  the  Director  and  his  assistants,  the  heads  of  the  various  de- 
partments and  branch  libraries,  and  their  several  staffs,  in  carry- 
ing on  the  work  of  the  Library.  This  has  been  impressed  upon 
us  in  our  contacts  during  our  examination,  and  we  are  pleased 
to  report  it  with  appreciation,  and  in  terms  unqualifiied.

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REPORT    OF    THE    DIRECTOR 

To  THE  Trustees  of  the  Public  Library 
OF  THE  City  of  Boston  : 

I  submit  herewith  the  report  of  the  Director  of  the  Library 
for  the  year  ending  December  31 ,  1933. 

EFFECTS  OF  THE  DEPRESSION 

The  presence  of  economic  depression  was  clearly  recogniz- 
able for  the  Library  during  the  entire  year.  From  1932  there 
continued  in  undiminished  volume  the  appreciably  increased 
number  of  individuals  making  use  of  the  library  system,  and  the 
correspondingly  greatly  increased  number  of  books  being  bor- 
rowed by  readers.  There  was,  on  the  other  hand,  a  substantial 
decrease  in  the  appropriations  from  the  City  for  the  support  of 
the  Library. 

New  problems  had  to  be  faced  when  the  Library  was  asked 
to  assume,  its  share,  together  with  other  departments  of  the  city 
government,  in  planning  and  carrying  out  work  projects  for  the 
relief  of  the  unemployed,  financed  by  the  federal  government. 

CONTINUED  INCREASED  USE  OF  THE  LIBRARY 
The  number  of  individuals  registered  for  taking  books  in- 
creased by  2,941  during  the  year,  making  a  new  high  total  of 
197,458.  These  individuals  borrowed  5,548,283  books  for 
home  use.  This  figure  represents  a  41  %  increase  over  that  for 
1929. 

The  following  table  shows  the  greatly  increased  use  of  the 
Library  during  the  four  years  of  the  depression  to  date,  1930- 
1933:

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Though  statistically  the  figure  for  1 933  is  three  tenths  of  one  per 
cent  below  that  for  1932,  the  adjustment  necessary  in  making 
comparisons  between  1932  as  a  leap  year  and  1933  as  an  or- 
dinary year  indicates  a  net  difference  of  only  4, 1 86. 

In  any  case  what  must  be  borne  in  mind  is  that  the  work  of 
the  Library  in  lending  books  for  home  use  has  indeed  increased 
by  4 1  %  since  the  last  of  the  pre-depression  years.  For  the  use 
of  books  within  the  Library's  premises  there  are  no  figures  avail- 
able, since  it  is  not  practicable  to  record  such  use;  there  is  clear 
evidence,  however,  that  this  has  continued  on  a  plane  of  marked 
increase  no  less  than  that  of  the  taking  of  books  for  home  use. 
The  result  has  been  that  the  Library's  books  have  been  subjected 
as  never  before  to  wear  and  tear.  If  continued  this  must  perforce 
raise  shortly  highly  serious  problems  relative  to  the  replacement 
of  the  more  desirable  volumes  that  are  worn  out  by  this  heavy 
use. 

DECREASED  APPROPRIATIONS 

TTie  City  appropriated  for  the  support  of  the  Library  during 
1933  the  sum  of  $1,004,750.  This  was  $163,405  less  than 
the  amount  appropriated  in  1 932,  which  itself  had  been  $94,349 
less  than  the  appropriation  for  1 93 1 .  The  reduction  for  1 933 
was  spread  through  all  items  of  the  budget;  it  affected  particu- 
larly, however,  the  appropriations  for  personnel  and  the  pur- 
chase of  books. 

The  appropriation  for  personnel  experienced  its  decrease 
through  there  being  put  into  effect  on  April  2 1  salary  reductions 
for  all  city  employees.  The  reductions  were  on  a  graduated 
basis  of  5%,  10%  and  15%,  depending  upon  the  amount  of 
total  salary.  At  the  same  time  all  city  employees  were  put  on 
a  five  day  working  week.  This  arrangement  posed  an  admin- 
istrative problem  of  considerable  proportions  for  the  Library, 
since  it  has  to  be  staffed  to  give  public  service  on  a  seven  day 
week  basis.  The  difficulties  were  overcome,  however;  and  the 
shortened  working  week  brought  to  members  of  the  library  staff 
considerable  personal  satisfaction,  as  well  as  desirable  rest  from 
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the  heightened  pace  at  which  they  were  working  in  order  to 
meet  the  greatly  increased  demands  for  books  by  the  pubhc. 

The  appropriation  for  the  purchase  of  books  suffered  more 
drastic  treatment.  It  was  dropped  from  $160,000  in  1932  to 
$75,000  in  1933,  a  reduction  of  53%.  In  other  words,  to  meet 
a  trend  resulting  in  1933  in  a  41  '^r  increase  in  the  demand  for 
books,  there  was  no  correspondingly  increased  provision  of 
funds  for  the  purchase  of  books;  instead  there  occurred  actually 
a  decrease  in  this  appropriation  by  53  ^(.  So  great  a  spread  in 
opposite  directions,  especially  for  items  that  ought  to  follow 
closely  one  after  the  other,  caused  immediate  difficulties.  Ob- 
viously, very  considerably  fewer  new  books  could  be  purchased ; 
and,  which  is  more  serious,  fewer  and  fewer  copies  could  be 
bought  to  replace  the  constantly  increasing  number  of  books 
being  worn  out  by  heavy  public  use. 

UNEMPLOYMENT  RELIEF  PROJECTS 

Late  in  November  the  Library  v/as  asked  to  assume  its  share, 
together  with  other  departments  of  the  city  government,  in 
planning,  sponsoring,  and  carrying  out  work  projects  for  the 
unemployed,  under  the  general  auspices  of  the  Civil  Works 
Administration  then  being  established  by  the  federal  govern- 
ment. It  initiated  promptly  a  large  project  for  changing  the 
cards  in  the  catalogues  of  the  central  library  to  the  uniform  size 
employed  in  most  American  libraries.  It  set  under  way  also 
projects  for  the  cleaning  of  books  throughout  the  entire  library 
system  and  for  the  painting  of  walls,  floors,  and  the  like  in  both 
the  central  library  and  the  branch  libraries.  These  projects  pro- 
vided work  for  two  to  three  hundred  individuals,  varying  during 
their  progress.  Their  cost  was  borne  by  the  federal  government 
as  part  of  its  program  for  the  relief  of  the  unemployed.  The 
contribution  on  the  part  of  the  Library  was  that  of  directing 
the  work.  All  of  the  projects  were  continued  into  the  year  to 
come, 

REORGANIZATION  OF  THE  LIBRARY 

The  revised  plan  of  organization  which  the  Trustees  adopted 
for  the  Library  in  the  latter  part  of  1 932  was  carried  out  in  its 
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preliminary  steps  in  the  course  of  1933.  In  August  there  took 
place  the  actual  setting-up  of  the  three  main  divisions  of  the 
activities  of  the  Library  that  were  contemplated  in  the  plan  — 
the  Circulation  Division,  the  Reference  Division,  and  the  Divi- 
sion of  Business  Operations. 

It  is  obvious  that  the  Division  of  Business  Operations  is  in- 
tended to  have  as  its  field  the  business  management  of  the  entire 
library  system.  On  the  other  hand,  in  the  Circulation  Division 
and  the  Reference  Division,  the  intent  has  been  to  recognize  the 
dual  nature  of  the  Boston  Public  Library  system.  The  Boston 
Public  Library  is  an  unusual  institution.  It  is  not  only  a  large 
active  public  library  in  the  usual  sense  of  the  term;  it  is  also  a 
great  scholarly  reference  and  research  library,  possessing  many  of 
the  marks  of  the  university  library.  Both  of  these  characteristics 
require  recognition. 

The  Circulation  Division  is  therefore  conceived  as  a  unit 
combining  all  of  those  activities  that  belong  to  the  public  library 
as  it  has  been  developed  generally  throughout  the  United  States. 
The  American  public  library  is  essentially  a  popular  institution. 
Dedicated  to  the  spread  of  general  reading  among  all  classes 
and  at  all  age  levels,  it  has  long  attempted  to  provide  books  in 
as  many  copies  as  popular  demand  requires  and  to  circulate 
them  widely  for  use  in  the  home  as  w^ell  as  in  the  library.  In  the 
Boston  Public  Library  system  most  activity  of  this  sort  takes 
place  naturally  in  the  branch  libraries.  In  them  there  is  centered, 
in  large  part,  also  the  specialized  w^ork  for  children,  the  general 
work  with  schools,  and  extension  activities  in  general.  The  Cir- 
culation Division  was  therefore  established  to  combine,  coordin- 
ate, and  develop  the  popular  library  activities  of  the  Boston 
Public  Library  system. 

The  Reference  Division,  on  the  other  hand,  is  conceived  as 
a  unit  made  up  primarily  of  the  highly  specialized  subject  and 
related  departments  that  are  centered  around  the  scholarly 
book  collections  of  the  main  library,  and  which  make  it  one  of 
the  ranking  scholarly  reference  and  research  libraries  of  the 
United  States.   As  a  division  it  is  to  be  responsible  for  the  main- 
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tenance,  use,  and  development  of  these  scholarly  reference  col- 
lections. 

Finally,  to  the  Division  of  Business  Operations  is  given  the 
immediate  responsibility  for  the  business  management  of  the 
library  system  as  a  whole.  The  intent  has  been  thereby  to  afford 
relief,  as  far  as  possible,  from  non-bibliothecal  activity  for  those 
individuals  in  the  Circulation  Division  and  the  Reference  Divi- 
sion who  are  engaged  in  duties  that  are  primarily  bibliothecal. 

The  three  divisions  are  expected  to  be  as  complete  units  in 
themselves  as  possible.  Responsible  officers  are  to  be  named  to 
head  them,  who  with  their  subordinates  will  be  answerable  for 
the  entire  functioning  of  their  divisions.  As  division  heads  they 
will  report  directly  to  the  Director ;  they  will  be  the  second  rank- 
ing officers  of  the  Library.  The  Director  will  thus  become  the 
general  administrator  of  the  entire  library  system,  with  the  divi- 
sion heads  serving  as  the  active  executive  officers  of  the  respec- 
tive divisions.  In  this  way  relief  will  be  given  to  the  Director 
from  his  hitherto  heavy  load  of  administrative  detail,  so  that  he 
may  be  free  to  concern  himself  actively  with  the  general  duties 
that  are  properly  his. 

With  the  actual  establishment  of  the  three  divisions  in  August 
the  new  plan  of  organization  was  in  general  effect.  Fiscal  con- 
ditions did  not  permit  during  1933  the  appointment  of  officers 
to  head  either  the  Circulation  Division  or  the  Reference  Divi- 
sion. It  was  possible,  however,  to  make  appointments  to  certain 
positions  within  the  divisions;  these  are  mentioned  later  in  this 
report.  It  is  hoped  that  during  1 934  other  appointments  can  be 
made  in  further  development  of  the  new  plan  of  organization. 

TRAINING  OF  PERSONNEL 

The  chief  implication  in  the  above  plans  is  that  extensive 
training  of  personnel  is  necessaiy  for  full  success  in  carrying 
out  the  proposed  developments.  An  appreciably  large  number 
of  individuals  within  the  library  staff  must  be  constantly  in 
training  for  higher  responsibilities,  and  there  must  be  an  ample 
number  of  intermediate  positions  in  which  they  can  gain  exper- 
ience and  recognition. 
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It  was  with  a  view  to  meeting  these  training  requirements  that 
at  the  end  of  its  fifth  academic  year  in  1932  the  work  of  the 
Library  Training  Class  was  recast  along  enlarged  lines.  In  the 
place  of  a  single  class  affording  instruction  to  the  same  limited 
group  of  fifteen  or  so  individuals  throughout  the  year,  there  was 
instituted  an  extensive  and  wide  program  of  single  courses,  open 
to  all  full-time  members  of  the  library  staff. 

This  program  was  put  into  full  effect  in  October  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  academic  year  1933—34.  In  the  spring,  as  an 
introduction  to  the  courses  beginning  in  the  autumn,  there  were 
offered  several  preparatory  reading  courses.  Enrollment  was 
both  surprising  and  gratifying.  Out  of  a  total  of  206  members 
of  the  staff  registered,  1 64  completed  the  ten  weeks  work  of 
these  courses  of  preparatory  reading.  In  October,  when  the 
work  of  the  full  academic  year  1933—34  began,  261  members 
of  the  staff  enrolled  in  twelve  full  courses  (three  terms  of  ten 
weeks  each)  and  nine  one-term  courses. 

Enrollment  in  the  courses  is  voluntary.  The  individual  must 
undertake  the  work  in  his  own,  not  in  library,  time.  The  courses 
are  conceived  primarily  as  a  frank  sharing  of  experience,  knowl- 
edge, and  thought  by  the  more  advanced  members  of  the  staff 
with  those  less  advanced.  To  aid  in  the  teaching  of  the  courses, 
department  heads  and  other  competent  members  of  the  staff 
have  been  enlisted,  to  supplement  the  activity  of  the  Supervisor 
of  Training. 

From  these  courses  there  are  not  expected  results  that  will 
necessarily  be  extraordinary.  Sufficient  will  be  achieved  if  an 
opportunity  for  training  is  afforded  to  those  who  feel  in  need 
thereof  but  have  not  previously  had  such  a  possibility  within 
their  reach.  For  others  the  courses  may  offer  work  supplemen- 
tary to  the  formal  library  training  which  they  have  obtained 
elsewhere.  To  all,  however,  they  are  intended  to  indicate  the 
desirability  of  an  ever-continuing  balanced  training.  Certainly 
it  requires  little  stretch  of  the  imagination  to  recognize  the  im- 
portance of  the  fact  that  two  hundred  members  of  the  library 
staff  are  engaged  in  courses  designed  to  afford  not  only  pleasure 
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and  self-development  to  themselves,  but  also  an  improved  service 
to  the  public  using  the  Library. 

PERSONNEL  CHANGES 

The  following  appointments  to  titular  positions  were  made 
during  the  year:  Theodore  D.  Money,  as  Comptroller;  Pierce 
E.  Buckley,  as  Suprevisor  of  General  Reference  Departments 
and  Assistant  Librarian ;  Richard  G.  Hensley,  as  Supervisor  of 
Special  Reference  Departments  and  Assistant  Librarian;  Sam- 
uel A.  Chevalier,  as  Assistant  Librarian;  Louis  F,  Ranlett,  as 
Chief  of  Book  Selection  Department;  William  C.  Maiers,  Jr., 
as  Chief  of  Book  Purchasing  Department. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  Boston  Retirement  Act  the  fol- 
lowing individuals  retired  from  the  library  service :  Miss  Carrie 
L.  Morse,  Librarian  of  the  West  Roxbury  Branch  Library, 
after  42  years  of  service;  Miss  Delia  J.  Deery,  Executive  Sec- 
retary in  the  Director's  Office,  after  41  years  of  service,  Mr. 
George  Hoeffner,  Forwarder  in  the  Binding  Department,  after 
41  years  sevice;  Mrs.  Bridget  Day,  Cleaner,  after  29  years 
service;  and  Mrs.  Mary  Frazer,  Cleaner,  after  27  years  service. 

Upon  their  retirement  the  honorary  title  of  Emeritus  was  be- 
stowed upon  the  following  individuals:  Miss  Delia  J.  Deery, 
as  Executive  Secretary,  Emeritus;  and  Miss  Carrie  L.  Morse, 
as  Branch  Librarian,  Emeritus. 

By  death  the  Library  lost  the  services  of  Fred  J.  Drew  and 
John  C.  Daley,  both  Forwarders  in  the  Binding  Department. 

CONCLUSION 

1  he  limitations  of  space  have  prevented  a  detailed  presenta- 
tion of  the  work  of  individual  departments  and  branch  libraries. 
Attention  is  called,  however,  to  the  statistical  summaries  of 
their  work  that  appear  in  the  Appendix  to  this  Report.

Patrick  F.  Sullivan  Bequest  —  Extract  from  will:  "I  give  and  bequeath 
to  the  Trustees  of  the  Boston  Public  Library  the  sum  of  five  thous- 
and dollars,  the  principal  or  Income  of  said  sum  to  be  expended  by 
them  for  the  purchase  of  Catholic  standard  books,  said  books  to  be 
approved  by  the  Archbishop  of  the  diocese  of  Boston,  Mass.,  or  by 
the  President  of  the  Trustees  of  Boston  College,  in  Boston,  Mass." 
Received  in  1908. 

This  bequest,  together  with  interest  amounting  to  $339.61 ,  has  been 
expended  for  books. 

Ticknor  Bequest  —  By  the  will  of  George  Ticknor,  of  Boston,  he 
gave  to  the  City  of  Boston,  on  the  death  of  his  wife,  all  his  books 
and  manuscripts  in  the  Spanish  and  Portuguese  languages,  about 
four  thousand  volumes,  and  also  the  sum  of  four  thousand  dollars. 
After  the  receipt  of  said  sums  the  city  is  required  to  spend  not  less 
than  one  thousand  dollars  in  every  five  years  during  the  twenty-five 
years  next  succeeding  {i.e.,  the  Income  of  four  thousand  dollars,  at 
the  rate  of  five  per  cent  per  annum)  In  the  purchase  of  books  in  the 
Spanish  and  Portuguese  languages  and  literature.  At  the  end  of 
twenty-five  years  the  Income  of  said  sum  to  be  expended  annually  in 
the  purchase  of  books  of  permanent  value,  either  in  the  Spanish  or 
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Portuguese  languages,  or  in  such  other  languages  as  may  be  deemed 
expedient  by  those  having  charge  of  the  library.  The  books  be- 
queathed or  purchased  are  always  to  be  freely  accessible  for  refer- 
ence or  study,  but  are  not  to  be  loaned  for  use  outside  of  the  library 
building.  If  these  bequests  are  not  accepted  by  the  city,  and  the 
trusts  and  conditions  faithfully  executed,  the  books,  manuscripts  and 
money  are  to  be  given  to  the  President  and  Fellows  of  Harvard 
College.  In  order  that  the  city  might  receive  the  immediate  benefit 
of  this  contribution,  Anna  Ticknor,  widow  of  the  donor,  relinquished 
her  right  to  retain  during  her  life  the  books  and  manuscripts,  and 
placed  them  under  the  control  of  the  city,  the  City  Council  having 
previously  accepted  the  bequests  in  accordance  with  the  terms  and 
conditions  of  said  will,  and  the  Trustees  of  the  Public  Library  re- 
ceived said  bequests  on  behalf  of  the  city,  and  made  suitable  ar- 
rangements for  the  care  and  custody  of  the  books  and  manuscripts. 
Received  in   1871.  $4,000.00 

William  C,  Todd  Newspaper  Fund  —  Donation  by  WiLLIAM  C.  ToDD, 
accepted  by  order  of  the  City  Council,  approved  October  30,  1  897, 
the  income  to  be  at  least  two  thousand  dollars  a  year,  to  be  expend- 
ed by  the  Library  Trustees  for  newspapers  of  this  and  other  countries.

Townsend  Fund —  Donation  from  William  Minot  and  William  Minot, 
Jr.,  executors  of  the  will  of  MaRY  P.  ToWNSEND,  of  Boston,  at 
whose  disposal  she  left  a  certain  portion  of  her  estate  in  trust  for  such 
charitable  and  public  institutions  as  they  might  think  meritorious. 
Said  executors  accordingly  selected  the  Public  Library  of  the  City 
of  Boston  as  one  of  such  institutions,  and  attached  the  follov^ang  con- 
ditions to  the  legacy:  "The  income  only  shall,  in  each  and  every 
year,  be  expended  in  the  purchase  of  books  for  the  use  of  the  library ; 
each  of  which  books  shall  have  been  published  in  some  one  edition 
at  least  five  years  at  the  time  it  may  be  so  purchased."

Treadwell  Fund  —  By  the  will  of  the  late  Daniel  Treadwell,  of 
Cambridge,  late  Rumford  Professor  in  Harvard  College,  who  died

Twentieth  Regiment  Memorial  Fund  —  Donation  on  account  of  the 
Twentieth  Regiment  Memorial  Fund,  the  income  to  be  used 
for  the  purchase  of  books  of  a  military  and  patriotic  character,  to  be 
placed  in  the  alcove  appropriated  as  a  memorial  to  the  Twentieth 
Regiment.    Received  in  1 897.  $5,000.00 

Horace  G.  Wadlin  Fund  —  Bequest  of  HoRACE  G.  WadliN,  of 
Reading,  former  Librarian,  who  died  November  5,  1925,  of  $2,000 
to  the  Trustees  of  the  Public  Library  of  the  City  of  Boston  to  be 
permanently  funded  and  the  income  thereof  used  for  the  purchase 
of  books.     Received  in  1932.  $2,030.51 

Wales  Fund  —  Extract  from  the  will  of  GEORGE  C.  WALES: 

"After  the  foregoing  bequests  I  direct  that  the  sum  of  five  thousand 
dollars  be  paid  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Public  Library  of  the  City  of 
Boston,  the  same  to  be  held,  managed  and  invested  by  them,  so  as 
to  produce  an  income,  and  the  said  income  to  be  applied  to  the  pur- 
chase of  such  books  for  said  Library  as  they  may  deem  best."
